Acupuncture needed 
to ease pain — Cocke 

Health Minister Dennis Cocke said Thursday 
he hopes that acupuncture treatment will soon be 
available in B.C., at least for pain relief. 

“I feel we owe that to people in misery,” the 
minister told reporters at an impromptu press con¬ 
ference. 

Cocke said he hopes to make acupuncture 
treatment available on a limited basis under medi¬ 
cal supervision. 

He said he will study a report on acupuncture 
today and would probably release it to the press 
sometime next week. 




Genetic tinkering holdup urged 


WASHINGTON III PI) - A 
National Academy of Sciences 
committee appealed to scien¬ 
tists around the world Thurs¬ 
day to postjone certain kinds 
of genetic experiments for 
fear they might create new 
drug-resistant germs or possi¬ 
bly spread cancer viruses. 

The Unprecedented request 
was triggered by the concern 
of some of the leading molec¬ 
ular biologists in the U.S. that 
the field of gene manipulation 
was moving too rapidly and 
could produce uncontrollable 
situations. 

The panel asked for a vol¬ 
untary six-month moratorium 
so theoretical dangers could 


he evaluated and discussed at 
an international meeting 
planned for next February. 

New laboratory „ procedures 
that permit the -jinking of the 
molecules of heredity, called 
DNA. lie behind the scientists’ 
concern. Such genetic materi¬ 


al from any source can now 
be Caused to multiply inside 
bacteria in the laboratory. 

Dr. David Baltimore, 
professor of microbiology at 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and a member of 
the comfnittee. said this tech¬ 


nique of constructing hybrid 
genes holds great promise for 
medicine. 

For example, Baltimore 
said, gene mani|»daiion cpuld 
generate new' ways of making 
therapeutic hormones such as 
insulin. He said the technique 


also might be used to modify 
bacteria and develop new 
strains able to turn nitrogen 
from the air into plant food. 

But Baltimore told a news 
conference that two forms of 
DNA could vprove hazardous

LONDON <UPI) The doctor who 
announced the birth of three- test-tube 
babies is giving up his research because 
of public pressure, a Ixindon newspaper 
said Thursday. 


The Daily Mail said Professor Doug¬ 
las Be\ :s “cannot tolerate the pressure 
lieing brought to bear on hhn since .his 
announcement” th.»t three test-tube 
babies had been born and were thriv¬ 
ing.

Such artificial DNA mole¬ 
cules, the committee said, 
might be more easily spread 
to bacteria or other animals 
and could “thus possibly in¬ 
crease the incidence of cancer 
or other diseases.” 

Dr. Paul Berg, Stanford 
University biochemistry 
professor and chairman of the 
committee, said he believed 
this was the first time scien¬ 
tists working in a particular 
area had called for voluntary 
restraint in experimentation.

Unjustified, says Economic Council 

‘Remove building tax’ 


OTTAWA (UP!) The 
Economic Council of Canada 
Thursday recommended re¬ 
moval of the 11 per cent sales 
tax on building materials and 
implementation of a tempo¬ 
rary tax and incentive pro¬ 
gram to stabilize the growth 
of the $17 billion construction 
industry. 

Prime. Minister Trudeau re¬ 
quested the report in January 
1972. The council spent 
$700,000 and produced 11 rec¬ 
ommendations. 

In order to even out slump 
and peak periods in the in¬ 
dustry. the report suggested 
that during high periods the 
government institute a 5 to 10 
per cent tax on construction 
customers, based on the total 
value of national construction 
during that period. 

In slow times, the report 
said, the government could 
pay customers incentives to 
build. The money would come 
from the taxes paid during 
peak periods. 

Andre Raynauld, chairman 
of the ECC, said the tax sys¬ 
tem “is designed to smooth 
things out over a cycle, not 
over a season, to stabilize 
construction in times of boom. 

“It is a system of tempo¬ 
rary taxes and* incentives. It 
is temporary because it only 
applies to specified periods of 
time and the two together 
would help to stabilize the 
construction activities over a 
cycle.” 

The Conservative and New 
Democratic parties have sup¬ 
ported this move for a 
number of years.

WASHINGTON tUPI) 
White House attorney James 
St. Clair angered many judici¬ 
ary committee members 
Thursday when he concluded 
President Nixon’s impeach¬ 
ment defence by releasing a 
long-sought transcript which 
he said disproves that Nixon 
authorized Watergate hush 
money. 

“I couldn't believe it, I 
couldn’t believe it,” said 
Democratic Representative 
Barbara Jordan, expressing 
the outrage of many Demo¬ 
crats and some Republicans

Ehrlich man's April 26 
sworn statement, released 
Thursday by the House of 
R e p r e senfatives judiciary 
committee, contradicted the 
president's statement at a 
news conference last August 
that the break-in was “illegal, 
unauthorized as far as I was 
concerned, and completely de¬ 
plorable.” 

Ehrlichman quoted the 
president as telling him on 
April 18. 1973, that the break- 
in was "in furtherance of na¬ 
tional security and fully jus¬ 
tified by the circumstances." 

The break-in at the psychia¬ 
trist's office followed EUs- 
berg’s release to the press of 
the Pentagon papers. 

The Ehrlichman’ affidavit 
was filed in the case Of the 
White House plumbers securi¬ 
ty unit, the case in which he 
was convicted last Friday on 
charges of conspiracy and 
perjury. 

The affidavit was included 
in five volumes of evidence 
released Thursday by the ju¬ 
diciary committee.

Greece announced the deci¬ 
sion after an emergency 
meeting of the council of the 
15 NATO ambassadors — the 
second meeting in two days. 

“Wishing to give entire sat¬ 
isfaction to the request made 
by most members of the coun¬ 
cil and thus to provide an ad¬ 
ditional proof of their good 
faith as well as of their peace¬ 
ful and friendly intentions to 
all. (Greek leaders) have 
taken the decision of replac¬ 
ing the officers and hope that 
this gesture will be appreci¬ 
ated at its proper value.” 
Greek Ambassador Angelos 
Chorafas said. 

He said the officers will he 
replaced in stages, the first, 
contingent leaving “within the 
next few days.” 

Bur Turkey rejected the 
Greek offer, saying it had 
“nothing to do with a positive 
step” towards safeguarding 
Cyprus’ independence. 

“The replacement only 
changes the junta officers for 
new ones who also support the 
illegal government (of Nicos 
Sampson),” said T. Tulumen, 
acting chief of the Turkish 
mission.

The now regime sent a mes¬ 
sage that it was designating 
Loukis Pai>afilippou as its 
United Nations representative 
and said he and his delegation

When Makanos arrived at 
the United Nations Thursday 
he was given the greeting of a 
head of state, including being 
met by Waldheim in the lobby 
of the secretariat building.

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Radio listen-in ban ‘impossible 


OTTAWA (CP) — Justice 
Minister Otto Lang says that 
as far as he is concerned, 
anybody can listen in on any¬ 
body rise's radio broadcast 
without violating the new Pro¬ 
tection of Privacy Act.

He said in an interview 
Thursday that the anti-bug- 
ging legislation passed by 
Parliament last year and now 


the centre of some con¬ 
troversy, is designed to pro¬ 
tect privacy on wires but not 
on wireless. 

But the minister added it is 
not up to the federal justice 
department to interpret an 
act of Parliament. 

In the case of the wiretap 
legislation, which came into 
effect June 30, enforcement 


was up to provincial attor¬ 
ney s-general. They must lay 
charges under it and the 
courts then could interpret it. 

The interview came a day 
after Leslie Lethbridge of Ha¬ 
milton, Ont., was charged 
with intercepting* private com¬ 
munications and with posses¬ 
sion of a listening device pro¬ 
hibited under the legislation. 


Hamilton police seized a 
radio they said could receive 
calls from a regional police 
dispatcher. 

Lang would not comment on 
that case or specifically on 
some controversies develop¬ 
ing in the Ottawa city council 
and police department about 
tape recordings and radio 
broadcasts.

“I don’t 
know what form it will take 
or when it will be held, but 
ther* will be one in the fu¬ 
ture.'* 

Stupich did not rule out the 
possibility of a royal commis¬ 
sion to investigate food prices.

The judiciary committee 
now has released 14 volumes 
of the evidence it has re¬ 
ceived in its inquiry into 
whether there ai*e grounds for 
the impeachment of Nixon. 
Debate on proposed articles of 
impeachment is due to start 
next week. 

In his 10-page affidavit. 


Ehrlichman said that follow¬

Ehrlichman gave no indica¬ 
tion Nixon had any advance 
knowledge of the break-in at 
the office of Ellsberg's psychi¬ 
atrist, but quoted Nixon as 
voicing approval of the break- 
in during a conversation on 
April 18. 1973. 

Another affidavit included 
in the evidence was from 
Charles Colson, former White 
House special counsel. He 
said, "The president from 
time to time expressed his 
dissatisfaction with the 
aggressiveness of the inves¬ 
tigations being conducted of 
Dr. Ells berg and others early 
August, 1971.” 

Colson, whose affidavit also 
was submitted in the plumb¬ 
ers case, quoted the president 
as saying in late June or 
early July. 1971 "I don’t give 
a damn how it is done, do 
whatever has to be don#* to 
stop these leaks ... I don’t 
w'ant to be told why it can’t 
be dbne ... I don’t want ex¬ 
cuses. 1 want results. I want 
it done, whatever the cost.” 


Among the material never 
before published was the 
transcript of a Nboon conver¬ 
sation of July 24, 1971, wnth 
Ehrlichman and Krogh during 
which the president ordered 
lie detector tests be given to 
hundreds of government em¬ 
ployees who handled clas¬ 
sified information.

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Taxing property 


' 'T'HE B.C. LEGISLATURE’S committee on mu- 
- A nidpaj matters, it has been announced, will 
l begin a series of public hearings on property ta\- 
; ation in September. The need for the hearings is 
said to arise from the new assessment legislation 
passed in June, requiring that all property be 
j assessed at its full 1973 market value for the 1975 
assessment roll. What the committee expects to 
hear is not certain, but there are at least two 
changes in taxation structure that it possibly may 

1 want to consider. 

It probably will bear repitition that the Equali¬ 
zation of Assessments Act passed 21 years ago was 

2 intended to accomplish just what the title said: to 
! make the ratio of valuation for school tax purposes 
' to the “true” value of property the same through¬ 
out the province. This came for a time to mean 
that property was supposed to be assessed at 50 per 
cent of its market value. 

But the equalization went askew when the 
government interfered with it purportedly to save 
property owners from quickly rising local taxation. 
It imposed first a limit of 5 per cent a year on 
increases in municpal assessment totals, and later a 
limit of 10 per cent a year on increases in assess¬ 
ments of individual properties. The effect was not 
only to do away with equality, because of differing 
rates of growth in market values, but to save the 
taxpayers as a whole not a penny, since the lower 
the assessment, the higher the tax rate must be to 
raise the same revenue. 

The new legislation brought in by the NDP 
government will restore equality of assessment, as 
far as it can with market values changing rapidly 


even in short periods, and at varying rates in dif¬ 
ferent places. Moreover, assessment at 100 per cent 
of market value will not make any more difference 
in actual taxation than assessment at any other 
percentage, because again a tax rate of 70 mills — 
$70 taxes on $1,000 of taxable assessment — if 
levied on 50 per cent of market value, could be 
reduced to 35 mills on 100 per cent of value. 

But the New Democrats apparently do not 
want equality for everyone. Last year they in¬ 
troduced legislation to remove the 10 per cent an¬ 
nual assessment increase from all but farm and 
home properties. The result was that business pro¬ 
perties and underdeveloped land shot up in valua¬ 
tion for tax purposes and this year are paying a 
disproportionate part of the local-government bills. 

If that’s the way the NDP wants it, perhaps 
the committee would like to consider a form of tax¬ 
ation that long has been propounded by some auth¬ 
orities: a tax on land only, and none on buildings, 
and this according to use — with empty land being 
expensive to hold. 

Or it might want to think about variable local 
tax rates: one for businesses, one for residences, 
one for unoccupied land, and so forth. The munici¬ 
pal affairs minister indeed has implied that this 
could be the case, by suggesting that businesses 
benefitting from an improved transportation sys- 
lem could be specially taxed for it. die has not 
suggested how to designate the beneficiaries fairly. 

Either system might, achieve some govern¬ 
ment aims. Neither, on the other hand, would bring 
back equality. 


Challenge for United Nations 


■pVER SINCE the island republic of Cyprus won 
its independence from G r eat Britain in 1960 
successive governments in Athens have looked 
hopefully upon the “enosis” movement to accomp¬ 
lish union with Greece. , 

But the late General George Grivas, leader of 
the murderous EOKA guerrillas in the time of Brit¬ 
ish rule and relentless enemy of the new republic’s 
regime under Archbishop Makarios, was never able 
to muster any political strength. His weapons were 
the knife, the bomb and the sniper’s rifle. At the 
polls his support was a meagre 3 per cent. 

When the military leaders seized power in 
Athens in 1967 they immediately demonstrated 
their determination to bring Cyprus under Athens’ 
control. They were halted in a confrontation with 
Turkey. 

And subsequently it has been Turkey’s threat 
of armed intervention to protect the 150,000 Tur¬ 
kish Cypriots and, incidentally, the independence of 
the Commonwealth of Nations republic, that has 
caused the Greek government to move with utmost 
caution. 

In 1964 the Greek Cypriot National Guard was 
formed to resist a possible invasion of Cyprus by 
Turkey. 


It was precisely the tool the government of 
George Papadopoulos in Athens required. And 
when President Makarios asked Athens for officers 
to train his new militia the Greek government was 
quick to respond. The archbishop has lived to re¬ 
gret that development. It was the officers de¬ 
spatched to organize the Cyprus defence force 
who achieved the coup d’etat. 

At this juncture, then, the Greek strategy ap¬ 
pears to have succeeded. Hegemony, if not actual 
’ enosis.” has been attained. But it is by no means 
secure. 

Unless some diplomatic solution can be found

not be excluded — intervention by Turkey appeal's 
certain, and the results would be catastrophic- 

immediate reinforcement of the United Na¬ 
tions peace-keeping force on Cyprus, to which Can¬ 
ada contributes, might have a reassuring effect on 
the government at Ankara and at least postpone 
the poised invasion. 

The decision is urgent, however, and the 
record of the United Nations is sudh that hope for 
quick action is not substantial. The opportunity for 
a courageous and effe c tive response remains — but 
not for long.

Matthew Flinders. English 
explorer of Australia, died 160 
years ago today — in 1814 — 
on the day his book of his 
voyage was published. 

He \yas only 40 and had 
never recovered from the ef¬ 
fects of scurvy and a ship¬ 
wreck 12 years earlier, after 
which he spent six years in a 
French prison. 

Flinders is thought to have 
been the first sailor to mea¬ 
sure and counteract the ef¬ 
fects of iron in the ship's con¬ 
struction on a compass. 

1840 — Britannia, the first. 
Cunard steamship, arrived in 
Boston. 

1845 — A fire in New York- 
destroyed 345 buildings and 
caused $6 million damage. 

1912 — About 14,000 parti¬ 
cles struck the earth in a me¬ 
teor shower near Holbrook, 
Ariz. 

1918 — German troops 

began their retreat, across the 
Marne River. 

1924 — Liverpool Cathedral 
was consecrated.

The following is a quotation- 
of the City of Victoria bylaw 
No. 5200: 

"Part in — Parking and 
Stopping Regulations: Divi¬ 
sion (1) The City Engineer 
may from time to tyne make 


orders in respect of all or anv 
nf the following matters or 
things; that is to *4y. Resi¬ 
dential Parking’ Zones <cc» 
designating and setting apart 
streets or portions of streets 
as ' Residential Parking’ zones 
for the exclusive use of vehi¬ 
cles of residents of dwellings 
adjacent 'to such streets or 
portions of streets and the in¬ 
vitees and licencees of su-h 
residents and designating the 
hours of rhe day during which 
and the days on which such 
zone? are to be set apar' 

It is quite obvious that th.s 
bylaw is discriminatory ne 
cause in effect it give* re¬ 
dents of a particular area an 
exclusive parking right on 
city streets, a privilege which 
is no’ obtainable by die ordi¬ 
nary citizen Surely this is th<» 
same as giving an extra piei e 
of property to certain privi¬ 
leged individuals. If this is to 
continue taxes should be paid 
by the residential owner, for 
in effect he has received an 
extra piece of propert> As 
taxpayers ail of ut» should re¬ 
alize that rhe expense and the 
time consumed having the po¬ 
lice patrol these areas are 
considerable. Surely the costs 
of having this done should oe 
charged to those residents 
who are receiving this extra 
privilege 

Obviously, if die city is 
going to be fair either no one 
should park in these areas or 
those residents that can to rhe 
exclusion of rhe rest of rhe cit¬ 
izens should be assessed a> - 
cordingly.

As the rate of inflation gets 
worse it may soon become de¬ 
sirable for Mr. Trudeau to 
consider implementing his 
■ Contingency Plen" which he 
has implied would take an¬ 
other leaf from the Stanfield 
notebook and introduce price 
and income controls. Now that 
the election debate had died 
down it might be well no look 
at the basic facts. 

Such controls do not cure 
inllation They simply get a 
runaway situation under con¬ 
trol to enable remedial mea¬ 
sures to be applied and give 
them time to take effect 
It is untrue to say that they 
do not work. We have used 
them during the last war. 
they have been used in Euro¬ 
pean countries since, and they 
were initially successful re¬ 
cently in both the U S and 
Britain \ 

They cannot dn more titan 
temporarily curtail inflation tl 
the government does not fol¬ 
low. up with the actual mea¬ 
sures necessary to stop the 
rot. It is only necessary to 
look at the money-supply his¬ 
tory in both. Bntain and the 
United States to see why their 
controls were nullified. 

Controls are. as everyone is 
aware, an impediment to 
business, a discouragement to 
labor and a bureaucratic bur¬ 
den. Some form of indexing 
however, is becoming absolu¬ 
tely essential if our entire 
economy is not to become dis¬ 
torted by the unequal effects 
of the ""devil take the hind¬ 
most'’ philosophy that per¬ 
vades governments, labor and 
management at the present 
time. 

tf the new government real¬ 
ly does tntend to stop infla¬ 
tion. there is little' mystery 
about the measures that will 
have to be taken; and I am 
sure they will find the Canadi¬ 
an people ready and willing to 
co-operate in any sincere ef¬ 
fort* to get results.

Congress may censure 
Nixon as easy way out 


Beyond that there is the 
question of Soviet counter¬ 
moves if Cyprus develop¬ 
ments seem to be going to ob¬ 
vious Soviet disadvantage. 

At hand, of course, Moscow 
has AKEL which is probably 
strong enough and well or¬ 
ganized enough to make 
things difficult for any Ath¬ 
ens-run administration in 
Cyprus. 

On a broader front, howev¬ 
er, Moscow could in due 
course put the screws on 
Greece by operating through 
Greece's two communist 
neighbors to the north: Bul¬ 
garia and Yugoslavia.

As long as Marshal Tito, 
now in his eighties, is at the 
helm. Yugoslavia would 
almost certainly refuse to be 
a party to any moves by the 
Russians against Greece. 

Once the marshal is no 
longer in charge, though, 
Moscow might do its best to 
exploit uncertainties and na¬ 
tional rivalries within Yugo¬ 
slavia to find an opening for 
Soviet pressurei on Greece 
from across the Yugoslav 
• frontier. 

The situation with Bulgaria 
Is rather different. Moscow 
has no more compliant allies 
in all Europe than Todor 
Zhivkov and the rest of the 
Bulgarian Communist party 
leadership.

But between Bulgaria and 
the Soviet Union lies Roman¬ 
ia, formally a member of the 
Soviet bloc but as reluctant as 
ever to have Soviet troops on 
Romanian soil. 

Unless Soviet ^troops are al¬ 
lowed to cross Romania, they 
cannot turn up overland on 
the Bulgarian-Greek frontier 
to threaten or put pressure on 
any regime in Athens.

There is now talk in the 
halls of Congress of censuring 
rather than impeaching Pres¬ 
ident Nixon.

Resolutions can be passed 
by either the House or Senate 
separately, or .jointly by both. 
They do not require the signa¬ 
ture of the president and are 
not subject to veto '

Will the Cyprus upheaval start a chain reaction 
in the Balkans setting Europe on edge as in the years 
before the First World Waf? 


Will it lead to another flare- 
up between Greeks and 
Turks, already feuding over 
offshore oil rights in the Ae¬ 
gean? 

And if open hostilities break 
out, what will the great-power 
line-up be? 

Until now the United States 
has backed Greece and Tur¬ 
key simultaneously against 
any threat coming from those 
countries' communist neigh¬ 
bors. Both Greece and Turkkcy 
are members of NATO, and 
neither the government in 
Athens nqr that in Ankara has 
any particular love for the So¬ 
viet Union. 

♦ ★ * * 

In a subtle way, the Soviet 
Union has always played 
Archbishop Makarios as its 
card in the Grcece-Turkey- 
Cyprus triangle. Cyprus Com¬ 
munist party (AKEL) support 
helped keep the archbishop in 
the Cyprus presidency. 

And in return, Makarios 
certainly no communist 
kept Cyprus out of NATO, 
while allowing the British to 
maintain two sovereign bases 
on the island for exclusively 
British use.. 

Now Makarios is out. 'Hie

Andriy Random, one of the 
strikers, reiterated the 
group's determination to go 
without food until Moroz ends 
his own hunger strike he

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This is the weekend of low, low tides, for beach hiking, 
clam digging and other beach fun, but not the best tides for 
fishing. It is the best weekend of the summer to hike to Port 
Renfrew’s Botanical Beach for inter-tidal zone explorations. 

Today ait Sooke the low Hide is .8 feet at 9:15 a.m. Satur¬ 
day, .9 feet at 9:56 a.m. and Sunday 1.3 feet at 10:35. 

Low tide will be about one hour earlier at Port Renfrew 
and Botanical Beach explorers should be there at least half 
an hour before the lowest tide. Allow about 2** hours to drive 
from Victoria. At Port Renfrew drive towards the wharf and 
hotel and just before the hotel take a left turn, follow straight 
ahead on to logging road, don’t succumb to temptation to 
keep right at the fork in the logging road some distance in. 
Keep left up the little hill and then keep right when you come 
into sight of the water. 

★ ★ ★ 

British^ Columbia’s first modem salmon hatchery, on the 
Capilano River, seems to be a huge success as the first major 
run of hatchery-raised coho homes in on the Capilano. 

Gulf of Georgia waters have been providing the best coho 
fishing in years this summer and tagging checks have shown 
most of the coho in the Gulf have come from the Capilano 
hatchery. 

Now comes word from Vancouver angler Barrie Adams 
that the coho from the 1971 hatehery brood have started to 
enter the Capilano River at the rate of about 300 fish a day, 
compared to 15 or 20 before the hatchery runs. And it is still 
three weeks away from the expected peak. 

Hatchery officials expect a return of about 35,000 coho 
this year, compared to about 2,000 in other years. 

The return is shaping up beyond expectations and it looks 
like federal fisheries might not even close the Capilano'River 
to sports angling this fall. 

Anglers now are finding coho in every known pool along 
the Capilano and are taking them on Mepps spinners and 
other lures. 

The success of the Capilano hatchery is good news to 
Vancouver Island anglers, not only because it has brought the 
return of good coho fishing to mid-island waters but because 
it is only the first of several hatcheries planned for the Gulf 
of Georgia. 

Now under construction is a hatchery at Cold Creek in 
the Quinsam-Campbell River system and another hatchery is 
being considered for the Puntledge. 

Judging by the initial success of the Capilano. they can 
only add up to some fantastic sports fishing in Vancouver 
Island waters in future years. 

But, it will take more than one dr'two years to assess the 
results. Sometimes a development is a success for one, two 
or three years, and then tor some unexplained reason results 
start to drop. 

★ ★ * 

The mid-island coho fishing remains the hot news for 
Island anglers. 

Weather has been terrible. There have been tragic 
catastrophes. The fish are finnicky, but there are lots of them 
and persistent anglers have been taking limits. 

Comox-Deep Bay area bucktailer Bill Heybroek says the 
bite has been a little different this year with different colored 
bucktails than usual taking the coho. Purple and white, red 
and white and even black and white have been working, 
where the previously popular colors such as grey ghost, pale 
pink and white and pale green and white haven’t been taking 
so many fish. 

Three-inch Tomic plugs have been working well. 

Tn up-Island waters Stuart Island is rated excellent and 
other main spots, including Welby Shoals. Francisco Point. 
Heriot Bay and Maude Island continue to produce good 
catches of chinook and coho. 

Oyster Bay is rated excellent for coho and fair-to-good 
catches have been reported from Flora and Chrome Islets in 
the Deep Bay-Bowser area, all the way to Mitlentach Island, 
off Saratoga. 

French Creek and adjacent areas of Georgia Strait, 
including Jenkins'and Sangster Islands are rated good to ex¬ 
cellent for both coho and Chinooks. 

Off Narvaimo, the northern portion from Five Fingers to 
Northwest Bay’s Mistaken Island are rated excellent for 
coho. However, the southern portion, including Flat Tops, 
Porlier Pass, Dodd Narrows to Coffin Point is rated only fair 
to good. 

Sansum Narrows has produced a fair number of Chinooks 
to moochers, but Cowichan Bay anglers are still waiting for 
the chinoooks run. 

Saanich Inlet has been fair and Oak Bay to Sooke walei*s 
are still producing some big chinooks, including a couple of 
40-pounders this week. But fishing has been spotty. Monday 
was an excellent day after a slack weekend, but the rest of 
the week has been slow. * 

There is so much bait in the Pedder-Becher-Sooke-Otter 
Point waters that anglers have been getting herring on their 
hooks.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
National Football League 
management council made 
public Thursday what it 
called “the largest money 
package ever offered in 
sports.” 

The off$r to the striking 
NFT. Players’ Association was 
announced ' by John Thomp¬ 
son, executive director of the 
management council, at a 
news conference. Thompson 
said the offer had been deliv¬ 
ered earlier in the day to fed¬ 
eral mediator James Scearce. 

In Washington, Scearce an¬ 
nounced that the two sides 
will resume negotiations there 
today. 

Wellington Mara, owner of 
New York Giants, said the 
owners’ offer was being made 
public because the players’ 
association had broken an 
agreement Wednesday not to 
publicize position papers. 

The owners’ proposal in¬ 
cluded one concession involv¬ 
ing union demands for 


changes in the game’s struc¬ 
ture. Under the proposal, 
players choosing to play out 
their options will do so at full 
salary, compared to the old 
level of 90 per cent. 

The proposal also calls for 
an additional annual sum 
equal to 10 per cent of a 
players* base salary to be 


paid during the pre-season 
period in equal weekly instal¬ 
ments beginning the day on 
which a club's veterans are 
scheduled to report.. 

This is subject to a mini¬ 
mum increase of $3,000 for 
veterans and a maximum in¬ 
crease of $10,000.

Kissinger cited as wiretap author 


WASHINGTON (AP»f The 
late FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover on three occasions 
cited Henry Kissinger as di¬ 
rectly authorizing wiretaps on 
U.S. government officials and 
members of the news media, 
evidence released Thursday 
by the House of Represent¬ 
atives judiciary committee 
shows. 

In separate memos dated 
May 13, 1970, concerning two 
different National Security 
Council staff employees. 
Hoover wrote to then attor¬ 
ney-general John Mitchell: 

"On May 12, 1970. Bng.- 
Gen. Alexander M. Haig of 
the National Security Council 
staff, advised that Dr. Henry 
A. Kissinger . . . had request¬ 
ed that as soon as possible a 
telephone surveillance be in¬ 
stituted . . . ” 

Nearly a year earlier, on 
June 4. 1969. Hoover told Mit¬ 
chell that "Kissinger has re¬ 
quested that a telephone sur¬ 
veillance be placed on” a re¬ 
porter in the interests of trail¬ 
ing leaks of classified national 
security material. 

The names of the wiretap 
targets were deleted from the 
five volumes of evidence re¬ 
leased .as part of the commit¬ 
tee’s record of hearings into 
the possible impeachment of 
President Nixon.

A whispering, 48-passenger. 
18-hour-daily downtown Vic¬ 
toria to downtown Vancouver 
air ferry service within three 
years — that’s the pros[>ect 
held out by Air West Airlines 
Ltd. 

But the company dream 
seems destined to remain on 
the drawing board — at least 
as far as Victoria is con¬ 
cerned. 

Air West announced Thurs¬ 
day it has ordered two STOL 
ishort take-off and landing' 
aircraft to be built by the 
Toronto de Havilland aircraft 


company in partnership with’ 
the federal government. 

But indications are that, 
even with only a 2.000-foot 
runway required and an air¬ 
plane noise level “quieter 
than your neighbor's lawn- 
mower.’’ the city won’t be 
able to accommodate such a 
service. 

City sources say there sim¬ 
ply isn’t the property avail¬ 
able and e\en if there were, 
council wouldn't contemplate 
imposing such a shuttle ser¬ 
vice on central area residents. 

Air West president Norm 
Gold said the four-engine, 
prop-jet STOL planes, able to 
carry 48 passengers, could go 


Short-takeoff quiet jets oil order for service 


into operation by the end of 
1977. depending on whether 
central runways in both cities 
could be built. 

Called the DHC-7 and 
costing 52 5 to S3 million 
each, the de Havilland plane 
would be able to land on a 
runway only one third the 
length of that required by 
conventional aircraft of the 
same si/e. 

The plane's noise level 
would be less than that of a, 
truck cruising on the highway 


or a garden lawnmower 

It would take-off "nearly 
straight-up,” said Gold.

noisy air service than the one 
operating out of the Inner 
Harbor. 

However, a ministry of 
transport official pointed out

As for Ogden Point, a city 
source said the area had 
come up in discussion six 
months ago between city of¬ 
ficials and de Havilland rep¬ 
resentatives. 

The city consensus seemed 
to be that a strip near Ogden 
Point could not realistically 
be considered because of its 
impact on residential James 
Bay. 

“Is it that important to rush 
from doorstep to doorstep?”

All was quiet on the B.C. 
forest industry front Thurs¬ 
day. aS thousands of coastal 
woodworkers began returning 
to the jobs they walked off at 
staggered intervals since 
June 14. 

But. despite Thursday's 
calm, there was a storm 
cloud on the horizon: the 
threat of yet another strike in 
the strife-torn industry, this 
one possible as early as 
t< day. 

Two locals of the Interna¬ 
tional Union of operating En¬ 
gineers served 72-hour strike 
notice on nine forest plants 
Wednesday. 

It was not known if the 100 
operating engineers affected 
by the dispute will strike 
when that notice expires this 
morning, It'OE local 882 busi¬ 
ness manager William Kadey 
said in Vancouver Thursday. 

• 

The decision to strike will 
hinge on meetings scheduled 
today between the union and 
Forest Industrial Relations, 
representing the forest com- " 
panies. Kadey said. 

But 80 per cent of the engi¬ 
neers voted for strike action 
when a j>oll was taken last 
Thursday, he added. 

The engineers — whose con¬ 
tract expired June 15 — are 
dissatisfied because FIR's lat¬ 
est offer does not include 
wage adjustments prior to im¬ 
plementation of a 12 per cent 
wage increase. Kadey said. 

The International Wood¬ 
workers of America — repre¬ 
senting 32,000 coastal wood¬ 
workers — has been offered 
the wage adjustments prior to 
its 12 per cent wage hike. 

Meanwhile, woodworkers 
were reported returning to 
work Thursday in logging 
camps and sawmills, pending 
results of a ratification vote 
now being held on a tentative 
agreement reached with FIR 
last week. 

Those results are expected 
July 31. 

The IUOE, which repre¬ 
sents sawmill powerhouse 
workers, has served strike no¬ 
tice on MacMillan Bloedtl 
plants in Port Alberni and 
Chemainus: Western Forest 
Products in Honeymoon Bay: 
B.C. Forest Products in You-

Elevator tieup feared 
as discontent appears 


Fears of another major 
tieup for the British Columbia 
construction industry were 
expressed Thursday amid re^- 
ports of renewed labor unrest 
among the province’s elevator 
installers. 

At least two companies 
have fired workers for low 
productivity and “sitting 
around.” 

Aj the* root of the problem 


appeared to be widespread 
worker dissatisfaction with 
terms of an Ontario arbitra¬ 
tion settlement handed down 
some time ago. 

B.C. members of the Inter¬ 
national Union of Elevator 
Constructors were on strike 
for seven months in 1972 and 
1973 before Labor Minister 
William King ordered both 
sides to accept the Ontario ar¬ 
bitration. 


The workers appear to be 
unwilling to do this and the 
construction industry fears 
another labor stoppage could 
do serious harm. 


The last strike caused 
major headaches for the con¬ 
struction industry and w-as 
said to be one of the costliest 
the province has ever experi¬ 
enced. 


Business Bureau director Wil¬ 
liam Tindall who said these 
lists could be one of the rea¬ 
sons for a rash of complaints 
from single, elderly women 
gypped by unscrupulous “con¬ 
tractors.” 

In one case cited by Tindall,

Six weeks ago a Fairfield 
woman, living alone, em¬ 
ployed a self*styled contractor 
to do some renovations at an 
agreed price. She paid 10 per 
cent of the contract in ad¬ 
vance. 

The man hasn't been seen 
again despite attempts by the 
bureau to find him. 

“Maybe there's nothing sin¬ 
ister aibout. this,” said Tindall, 
who also noted that two sepa¬ 
rate but apparently valid 
complaints had come from 
the Fairfield district alone 
this month. 

The type of odd-job man in¬ 
volved usually approaches an 
unsuspecting homeowner of¬ 
fering to do a variety of house 
repairs — gutter and drain 
work, roofing, painting or 
general clean-up.

La¬ 
ment said. 

Central Saanich Mayor 
Jean Butler was unavailable 
for comment. 

Aid. David Hill, parks and 
recreation committee chair¬ 


man. said in a separate inter¬ 
view Thursday that if such a 
development is built, it would 
have little effect on recreation 
facilities which may be devel¬ 
oped on a tri-municipal basis 
by Central Saanich, North 
Saanich, and Sidney. 

“Our first priority is to get 
a joint, recreation commission 
going for the three municipal¬ 
ities. After the commission is 
formed, then we can talk 
about recreation facilities,” 
Hill said. 

The only holdout to passing 
legislation to allow the forma¬ 


tion of a joint commission is 
Sidney council which tabbed 
the matter at its last meeting 
for further stud^. Central 
Saanich has given -two read¬ 
ings to a bylaw, and North 
Saanich passed it unanimous¬ 
ly. 

Hill said if the private dev¬ 
elopment planned on Pat Bay 
Highway is built, the swim¬ 
ming pool will more than like¬ 
ly be for motel guests only. 

"As for the curling rink, 
well there is always a de¬ 
mand for curling ice,” Hill 
said.

Dear Ann Landers: I read 
your recent article in Prism 
magazine with great interest. 
Unfortunately, you are cor¬ 
rect when you say physicians 
frequently fail to give enough 
time to patients who need to 
be listened to.

Don’t expect price reduc¬ 
tions because the federal gov¬ 
ernment has removed the 12 
per cent tax on the wholesale 
price of clothing and foot¬ 
wear. 

The likeliest effect will be a 
levelling off in prices for 
about six months, followed by 
a continuation of the upward 
trend. ^ 

That, at least, is the view of 
Peter Miller, Eaton’s mer¬ 
chandising service manager 
in Victoria, and spokesmen 
for other department stores ^ 
weren’t much more optimis¬ 
tic. 

“It will just give the con¬ 
sumer a six-months respite 
before prices start upwards 
again.’’ Miller predicted 

He noted that stores have 
already paid the 12 per cent 
tax 'wi present stock, and only 
new merchandise will reflect 
the tax removal. 

Production costs, he added, 
have gone up and so has the 
cost of labor in stores, so that 
fall lines would undoubtedly 
have increased considerably 
in price. 

For instance, he said, there 
has been a 70 per cent in¬ 
crease in wages in the last 
two years, and in department 
stores labor costs account 'for 
85 per cent of the budget 

“I can assure you. howev¬ 
er." said Miller, “that every 
penny we save because of this 
tax removal will be passed 
along to the customer " 

The story was much the 
same from other department 
stores. 

At The Bay. merchandising 
rmmaeer Frank Reran said 
new merchandise w^-xild re¬ 
flect the chance hut it is im¬ 
possible to tell at this stage 
if customers can expect price 
reductions. 

"We’ll lust have to wait and 
see to what extent the tax 
reduction is offset by cost in¬ 
creases." said Benin. 

Normally. prices would 
have increased for fall lines. 


lie added, but tax removal 
will offset this to some extent. 

Like other store spokesmen, 
he said any savings from the 
tax reduction will be parsed 
along to the customer. * 

Woodwards store manager 
Dennis Harding said he hoped

Now is ihe time to use sense 
In shopping for food and 
shrewd wisdom in preparing 
it- 

Often ihe most expensive 
item is meal. So plan meals 
around local food specials 
each week. 


When turkeys are on sale, 
buy a large one and ask the 
butcher to saw it in half 
lengthwise. Freeze half and 
roast half. Place the roasting 
half over stuffing and proceed 
as with a whale turkey. 

A large chuck roast can 
also provide several good 
meals. One-tihird tor a pot 
roast, one-third for a stew. 


and bones and scraps for ve- 
getabale soup 

A five or six-pound ham 
makes two good meals plus 
leftovers for bean or split-pea 
soup. Fry slices for one meal 
and bake the rest with pinetfb- 
pleasant cloves. 

Moreover any good meat 
scraps can ground with 
onion and pickle and mixed 


with salad dressing for sand¬ 
wiches. 

Chicken is often the best 
value in meal buying. esj»e- 
cially whole The smaller, less 
meaty pieces are g«xxl boiled 
and boned for soup 

Bacon ends and pieces sell 
for less than sliced bacon. 
Tasting just as good, the 
pieces can be fried or used in 
cooking 

A whole or half loin of pork 
makes enough lean chops for 
a chop dinner. Use one part 
whole to roast and the fattier 
chops and pieces in a casse¬ 
role, cooked with sauerkraut 
or added to chop suey. 

Baked beans are delicious, 
too, with leftover pieces of 
pork. This method is much 
cheaper than buying a pack¬ 
age or two of fancy sliced 
pork '•hops. 

When the budget is low. 
consider sausage, cold cuts, 
hamburger, liver. variety 
meats, and fish. These make 
good meals. 

Small and medium eggs are 
cheaper and as successful in 
recipes as large ones. 

Cheese in blocks is cheaper 
than buying prepackaged 
cubed, sliced, or grated 
cheese 

While shopping, watch for 


the display of reduced baked 
goods. They are a good value, 
especially breads Ham¬ 
burger. hotdog. or dinner rolls 
are good. too. even when day- 
old. They can be steamed or 
reheated in the oven to make 
them lighter. 

Plan meals containing 
fruits and vegetables that are 
in season. These, too. are 
sometimes reduced. 

At times stores have < anned 
goods marked down for quick 
sale. Canned items slightly 
dented or without labels are 
good and will save many pen¬ 
nies 

C impare canned - vegetable 
prices with fresh frozen ones 
in large bags. Sometimes it is 
cheaper to buy the frozen 
ones. Use only what is needed 
for a meal and keep the rest 
frozen. 

If the canned fruits or vege¬ 
tables. or even tuna and salm¬ 
on. are to be cooked and 
mixed with other ingredienis. 
appearance will not count. So 
buy stems and pieces of 
mushrooms, cooked tomatoes, 
sliced peaches, crushed pine¬ 
apple. and cut string lx?ans 
rather than whole or fancier 
cuts. 

Buying in quantity when the 
stores run specials is another 
saving idea, If you have limit¬ 


ed cupboard 'suace. find a 
makeshift pantry It . an tie a 
closet, old cabinet*, or a 
corner of a basement. Build 
up a stockpile of long lasting 
bsxis in it 

The new margarines are 
almost as tasty as butter and 
in some cases it is difficult to 
tell the difference So use 
margarine for everything and 
have butter only on special 
occasions 

I'se nonfat milk in cooking 
and baking and mix it with 
whole milk, half-and-half, for 
drink gin. cooking, and on 
cereal. 

With the exception .»f most 
cake mixes, many box mixes 
are convenience foods that, 
cost more than if homemade. 
Save by making hiscuits. 
pastry, pancakes, combread 
and cookies from scratch. 

Use liquids from canned- or 
cooked vegetables in soups 
and gravies, syrups from 
canned fruit in punch or fruit 
sauces ami rice, cereal, or 
bread crumbs in meat loaves 
and meat and fish patties. 
Also save leftover bread for 
drumbe. croutons, stuffing, or 
pudding.

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Gondwanaland pops up 


■WISER'S 

INTERNATIONAL INTRIGUE. 




By BRIAN SULLTVAN 

NEW CORK (AP) — British 
and American scientists, drill¬ 
ing into the floor of the South 
Atlantic, say they have- found 
the last piece of a great conti¬ 
nental jigsaw puzzle. 

It is the final piece of evi¬ 
dence that South America and 
Africa were once part of the 
vast, supercontinent Gond¬ 
wanaland. along with Austra¬ 
lia, New Zealand and Antar- 
tica. 

Scientists Ian Dalziel of Co¬ 
lumbia University and Peter 
Barker of the Univesily of 
Birmingham found a finger- 
shaped extension of the Falk¬ 
land Plateau, under two miles 
of water and sediment, reach¬ 
ing 730 miles eastward from 
the Falkland Islands to a 
pojnt 1,600 miles from the 
South American mainland. 

“Some 150 million years 
ago, it was cupped snugly 
along what is now the south¬ 
eastern coast of South Afri¬ 
ca," the scientists said 
Thursday. 

Rocks raised from the sunk¬ 


en continent are believed to 
be more than 600 million years 
old — the oldest ever brought 
up from the bottom of any 
o^ean. 

“It completes the puzzle," 
said Prof. Dalziel. “All the 
other points along the Atlantic 
contours of the two continents 
had been proven by various 
scientific means to have been 
joined long ago. 

“Now. with deep sea drill¬ 
ing, we've identified a large 
area of foundered continent, 
and the last piece is in 
place." 

The two made their discov¬ 
ery as co-chief scientists 
aboard the research ship Gla¬ 
mor Challenger on its 36th leg 
of the deep sea drilling proj¬ 
ect, which ended in Rio de 
Janeiro May 22. 

The project is he mg run by 
the Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography Qf the Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Diego 
for the U.S. National Science 
Foundation.

A new method of dealing 
with accused persons who 
may be mentally ill went into 
effect Thursday in Victoria 
Provincial Court after the old 
method was ruled out recently 
hy a B.C. higher court. 

The result was two brief 
hearings in which Judge Wil¬ 
liam Ostler ruled two Victoria 
area men were unfit to stand 
trial “on account of insanity" 
arid ordered they he kept in 
custody in a mental hospital 
“until the pleasure of the lieu¬ 
tenant-governor is known.” 

The latter phrase means 
until the B.C. cabinet, acting 
on advice front menial hospi¬ 
tal officials, rules either man 
is fit for discharge. 

When any accused person 
shows signs of mental illness, 
a doctor is called for exami¬ 
nation and then asked to tes¬ 
tify if mental illness is su¬ 
spected. 

That step will remain part 
of court procedure but later 


actions have changed as a re¬ 
sult of what prosecutor Gor¬ 
don Macdonald called “a 
successful challenge in the 
higher courts." 

If used to be that, if a local 
doctor said mental illness was 
suspected, the accused person 
was taken for 30 days or less 
to Riverview mental hospital 
on ihe B.C. mainland for a 
thorough examination,- If the 
suspicion proved correct, he 
was formally committed to 
the hospital by cabinet order. 

Now. ihe prosecution must 
present evidence to satisfy a 
tudge that a sanity hearing is 
needed. If the judge orders a 
hearing and its evidence - 
shows menial illness, ’a sec¬ 
ond order sends the accused 
person directly to a mental 
hospital. 

That is what happened 
Thursday in the cases of a 39- 
year-old Victoria man facing 
a charge of public mischief 
and a 29-year-old Duncan man 


charged wiih criminally negli¬ 
gent driving 

In each case. University of 
British Columbia psychiatrist 
Dr. Gordon Stephenson tes¬ 
tified the accused man “is 
unfit by reason of insanity to 
stand his trial land! not fit to 
enter a plea or instruct his 
counsel."

“At the time it seemed like 
a good idea hut il wasn't.” 
Ostler was told by John How¬ 
ard McGee, 28. of 109 Quebec, 
who pleaded guilty to a Vic¬ 
toria charge of making a false 
alarm of fire June 18 at .720 
Menzies. 

McGee admitted he pulled 
the alarm to bring police be¬ 
cause he had been in a fight 
with another person and want¬ 
ed assistance. He said he did 
so after “I knocked on a few 
doors and nobody answered." 

Ostler said “there are few 
more anti-social ads" than 
making false fire alarms and 
fined McGee 3250.

Garden notes

r always like to get my 
black currants pruned as soon 
as possible after the last of 
the fruit has been gathered. 

Quite a few of my garden¬ 
ing colleagues do not approve 
altogether of such early prun¬ 
ing, pointing out that if the 
late summer should turn out 
to be wet and cool and dull, it 
would stimulate a lot of soft, 
sappy unripened growth 
which could get badly nipped 
in a hard winter. 

While this theory is sound. I 
still believe the advantages of 
early pruning more than bal¬ 
ance the risks involved. 
it k _ it 

You see. the hulk of the 
next year's crop will lie home 
on new young shoots which 
grow out this summer. 

These are the shoots with 
light yellow-brown bark, as 
distinct from the black hark 
of the older wood, and next 
year's crop of berries will be 
formed in the leaf axils along 
the length of these young 
shoots. 

Now. the more ripened and 
mature these shoots become, 
the stronger will he these 
buds and the bigger the crop. 

To ripen and harden this 
new wo.id. then. these young 
shots need ample exposure to 


sunshine and air. When they 
are overcrowded and shaded 
by the older shuuts — the ones 
that bore fruit this year — the 
buds may he weak and puny 
and the 1975 crop of fruit may 
be light. 

★ ★ ★ 

For the pruning of black 
currants, the old-time profes¬ 
sional gardener always used a 
pruning knife — a villianous- 
looking, razor-sharp knife 
with hooked blade — which he 
used in a one-handed fashion, 
slicing cleanly through a 
branch with his thumb op¬ 
posed to the knife blade. 

Personally. I have never 
been able to get the hang of 
using this knife without slit¬ 
ting ojien the ball of my 
thumb in the process, so I use 
a pair of really sharp seca¬ 
teurs instead. 

If the shoots of your black 
currant bushes are thick 
enough to require a pruning 
saw. this is a clear indication 
you have not been pruning 
drastically enough irj past 
years. 


Basically, the pruning of 
black currants is simple 
enough — you just prune 
away every shoot that bore 
fruit this year — but there is 
a ’ bit more to it than this, 
especially on neglected 
bushes. 

Try to build up a vase¬ 
shaped bush with plenty of 
stroag young shoots coming 
from low down near ground 
level, or even directly from 
ihe roots. 

★ * * 

If your bushes have been 
"cropping upstairs’* with all 
the fruit borne on the top one- 
third of the plant, it will lie 
necessary to take out a pro¬ 
portion of the oldest shoots ai 
ground level to encourage 
more young stuff. 

Make all your cuts either at 
ground level or iust above a 
strong young shoot originating 
low down on the bush and 
pointing outward, very much 
as in the spring pruning of a 
hybrid tea rose 

One important difference 
between roses and black cur¬ 


rants should be noted, howev¬ 
er. With roses, any shoot com¬ 
ing up from below ground 
le\el is probably a "wild” 
sucker and must be de¬ 
stroyed. Such shoots in black 
currants, originating directly 
from the roots, axe highly 
valued. 

Because of the need for 
plenty of young, vigorous 
wood, the black currant bush 
needs generous feeding, and 
about the best treatment is a 
good thick surface mulch of 
old nit ted manure spread 
over the whole of the rooting 
area. This should be main¬ 
tained tlie year round and 
topped up every spring with 
more of the same after the 
soil has warmed up. 

★ * * 

Black currants need regular 
and persistent spraying to 
control mildew and aphids: 
the aphids in particular can 
be very had. turning the 
leaves red and blistered, 
almost like leaf-curl disease. 

There is a tendency for the 
novice to quit spraying after 
the fruit has been gathered, 
which is a serious error, for 
the quality and quantity of 
next year's berries depends 
v ery largely u|ion the efficient 
w irking of this year's leaves.

concern. Such genetic materi¬ 


al from any source can now 
be' caused to multiply inside 
bacteria in the laboratory 
Dr. David Baltimore, 
professor of microbiology at 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and a member of 
ihe committee, said this tech¬ 


nique of constructing hybrid 
genes holds great promise for 
medicine. 

For example. Baltimore 
said, gene manipulation could 
generate new ways of making 
therajieutic hormones such as 
insulin. He said the technique 


also might be used to modify 
bacteria and develop new 
strains able to turn nitrogen 
from the air into plant food. 

But Baltimore told a news 
conference that two forms of 
DNA could prove hazardous

Unjustified , says Economic Council 

‘Remove building tax’ 


OTTAWA (UPI) The 

Economic Council of Canada 
Thursday recommended re¬ 
moval of the II per cent sales 
tax on building materials and 
implementation of a tempo¬ 
rary tax and incentive pro¬ 
gram to stabilize the growth 
of the SI7 billion construction 
industry. 

Prime Minister Trudeau re¬ 
quested Ihe report in January 
19711. Ihe council spent 
5700,000 and produced 11 rec¬ 
ommendations. 

In order to even out slump 
and peak periods in the in¬ 
dustry. the report suggested 
that during high periods the 
government institute a 5 to It) 
per cent tax on construction 
customers', based on the total 
value of national construction 
during that period. 

In slow times, the report 
said, the government could 
pay customers incentives to 
build. The money would come 
from the taxes paid during 
peak periods. 

Andre Raynauld, chairman 
of the ECC, said the tax sys¬ 
tem "is designed to smooth 
things put over a cycle, not. 
over a season, to stabilize 
construction in times of bixrm. 

"It is a system of tempo¬ 
rary taxes and incentives. It 
is temporary because it only 
applies to specified periods of 
time and the two together 
would help to stabilize the 
construction activities over a 
cycle.” 

The Conservative and New 
Democratic parties have sup¬ 
ported this move for a 
number of years 


"This tax has no particular 
raison d’etre.” ihe ECC chair¬ 
man said, "and the only ques¬ 


tion that remains in our 
minds is when do we.proceed 
to remove this tax.'

Only one final written submis¬ 
sion from Dow w-as still to 
come. All other proceedings 
were complete. 

Saskatchewan's spokesman 
said the NEB was using back¬ 
ground information gathered 
three years ago to help k rule 
on the Dow application al¬ 
though circumstances had 
changed noticeably in the 
meantime.

All was quiet on the B.C. 
forest industry front Thurs¬ 
day, as thousands of coastal 
woodworkers began returning 
to the jobs they walked off at 
staggered intervals since 
June 14. 

But, despite Thursday’s 
calm, there was^a storm 
cloud on the horizon: the 
threat of yet another strike in 
the strife-torn industry, this 
one possible as early as 
today. 

Two locals of the Interna¬ 
tional Union of operating En¬ 
gineers served 72-hour strike 
notice on nine forest plants 
Wednesday. 

It was not known if the 100 
operating engineers affected 
by the dispute will strike 
when that notice expires this 
morning, IUOE local 882 busi¬ 
ness manager William Kadey 
said in Vancouver Thursday. 

The decision to strike will 
hinge on meetings scheduled 
today between the union and 
Forest Industrial Relations, 
representing the forest com¬ 
panies. Kadey said. 

But 80 per cent of the engi¬ 
neers voted for strike action 
when a poll was taken last 
Thursday, he added. 

The engineers whose con¬ 
tract expired June 15 — are 
dissatisfied because FIR’s lat- 
. est offer does not include 
wage adjustments prior to im¬ 
plementation of a 12 per cent 
wage increase, Kadey said. 

The International Wood¬ 
workers of America repre¬ 
senting 32.000 coastal wood¬ 
workers has been offered 
tlie wage adjustments prior to 
its 12 per cent wage hike. 

Meanwhile, woodworkers 
were reported returning to 
work Thursday in logging 
camps and sawmills, pending 
results of a ratification vote 
now being held on a tentative 
agreement reached with FIR 
last week. 

Those results are expected 
July 31. 

The IUOE. which repre¬ 
sents sawmill powerhouse 
workers, has served strike no¬ 
tice on MacMillan Bloedcl 
plants in Port Albemi and 
Chemainus; Western Forest 
Products in Honeymoon Bay; 
B.C. Forest Products in You- 
bou: Canadian Forest Prod- 
ucts In New Westminster; the 
Rayonier Marj*ole division in 
Vancouver; Tahsis Co. on 
Vancouver Island; Smith 
Cedar Plant in Victoria and 
Victoria Plywood.

Jack Bell: l'il do it all over again

Woods-wise and wistful 

Rough-cast gem 
of forest saga 


NANAIMO — Jack Bell’s 46-year ca¬ 
reer in the B.C. forests spans the history 
of coastal logging from an era of steam 
and Swedish fiddles to today’s sophis¬ 
ticated tree harvesting hardware. 

Bell. HI. is general foreman at Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel’s Northwest Bay division 
north of Nanaimo, but years ago he 
was bucking fallen timber with a Swed¬ 
ish fiddle, a type of crosscut saw, in the 
days of hand logging. 

He spent 10 years as a high rigger 
and 26 years as camp foreman at the 
company's Franklin River division be¬ 
fore moving to Northwest Bay in 1966. A 
pioneer logger who remembers in v ivid 
detail the industry's evolution from 
horses to ste/yp. then gasoline and diesel 
power. Bell is among the last survivors 
of a rare breed of British Columbians. 

He got his first logging job on his 15th 
birthday, and has spent his entire work¬ 
ing life in the Vancouver Island forests. 
Both his sons were raised at Franklin 
River and it was only eight years ago 
that he reluctantly left the familiar pat¬ 
tern of logging camp life for a home of 
his own at nearby Qualicum Beach. 

Lokking back over his career. Bell 
sums up his lifetime in logging: "I'd do 
it all again. It's been a great life for me 
and my family. I have no regrets, no 
regrets at all.” 

A day in the woods with reminiscent 
Bell is like seeing a picture of what the 
industry was like in its boisterous, 
brawling infancy when the loggers built 
their own legends out of tall timber. 

He rockets over the rugged logging 
mads at Northwest Bay in a pickup 
truck with a battered hardhat clamped 
in place like a battle helmet, the names 
of legendary characters tumbling one 
after the other from his prodigious mem¬ 
ory: 

Porkchop Larsen, one of the meanest 
camp cooks ever to wield a meat cleav¬ 
er Long Pete, another burly cook with a 
wafer-thin temper, who pounded many a 
diner into the cookhouse floorboards for 
the cardinal sm of complaining about the 
cuisine. 

There was dimunutive Jack Chal¬ 
lenger, “at five-foot-six. the toughest 
bullbucker I ever met." who once tamed 
a berserk axe-swinging faller twice his 
size with a bottle of machine oil and a 
stream of blood-curdling invective; and 
Seven Day Wilson, a legend in logging, 
whose claim to fame was that he never 
worked more than a week at any one 
operation, but still managed to spend 
most of his life in the industry. 

Step-And-A-Half Phelps. Roughhouse 
Pete. Black Mike. White Mike. Seattle 
Red and Seven Draw Pete, a cardsharp 
who logged only as a method of getting 



into the weekend high-stake poker 
games. 

Jack Bell knew them all. 

‘‘Man, there were some pretty salty 
characters around in those days. Bell 
roars in a voice that is used to being 
heard above the noise of big engines and 
chain saws. 

"When I started out they were still 
using horses to drag some of the logs, 
for poles and mining shaft timbers, out 
of the woods. 

Then it was all steam-powered 
equipment. And then gas came in t.*» in 
the late 1920s. f flowed .by the first die¬ 
sels in the 1930s. But the ndustry really 
changed in the peruxl after the Second 
World War. with the improved mobility 
of the new diesel-powered equipment 

Bell was a founding father of Frank¬ 
lin River, which eventually became one 
of the largest logging shows in the world 
wrth 100 miles *xf railway, a small city of 
bunkhouses and more than 500 working 
loggers. He helped build the original 
camp at ihe mouth of Franklin River on 
Alberm Inlet in 1934 f>r Bl^del. Stewart 
and Welch, one of the cornerstone com¬ 
panies of what is now MacMillan Bloe- 
del. 

When the operation began produc¬ 
tion. Bell became a high rigger and 
spent the next 10 years working mainly 
in the air, more than 100 feet up standing 
trees and spars, rigging guy lines and 
steel cables that were used to yard the 
fallen timber out of the woods 

"It was the highest-paid job in the 
camp and it really wasn't all that risky 
if you knew what you were doing and 
were careful. I got careless once, fell 90 
feet out of a tree and broke my leg. It's 
the only accident I’ve ever had in the 
woods and I went right back to high rig¬ 
ging after the leg mended." 

Bell became a foreman in 1945 
"••amp push as we then called the job" 
and soon founH himself overseeing the 
division's transition from steam trains to 
diesel equipment. The old ways were 
changing, he said, but it was to be an¬ 
other decade before the new breed of 
technologically oriented loggers ta»k over 
from the old guard. 

During Bell's years at. Franklin the 
operation chalked up a number of firsts 
for the industry in B.C. There the in¬ 
dustry saw its first steel spar, in 1935. 
The following year Franklin River in¬ 
troduced the first chain saw and it was 
Bell who tried it out. Franklin brought in 
hardhats in 19-12 and three years later 
rhe logging truck made its debut in the 
division. 

It was a life of zest and thrills for 
Bell.

Union of Elevator 
Constructors were <>n strike 
for seven months in 1972 and 
1973 before Labor Minister 
William King ordered both 
sides to accept the Ontario ar¬ 
bitration, 

The workers appear to be 
unwilling to do this and the 
construction industry fears 
another labor stoppage could 
do serious harm. 

Charles Connaghan. of Con¬ 
struction Labor Relations As¬ 
sociation. said Thursday n 
Vancouver: "We are very 
concerned with the possibility 
of a work stoppage in the in¬ 
dustry. We are just recover¬ 
ing from our own problems 
and any further stoppage 
would only cause hardship for 
our contractors, tradesmen 
rhe public and the provincial 
economy." 

The union could not be con¬ 
tacted for comment, but an 
industry source said trouble 
seems near. Five elevator 
companies. Westinghouse. 
Armor, Otis, Turnbull and 
Montgomery are involved in 
the dispute. 

Westinghouse says it fired 
five men July 5 in Vancouver 
and only a handful of elevator 
constructors are working. The 
company says if is doing only 
maintenance and minor work. 
Other companies are said to 
be in the same position.

CAMPBELL RIVER Fire 
which caused $400,00&~damage 
at toe Haida Inn early Thurs¬ 
day morning had been "burn¬ 
ing for about 20 minutes be¬ 
fore firemen arrived."

Genetic tinkering holdup urged 



WASHINGTON tUPl) A 
National Academy of Sciences 
committee appealed to scien¬ 
tists around the world Thurs¬ 
day to postpone certain kinds 
of geneti: experiments for 
fear they might create new- 
drug-resistant germs or possi¬ 
bly spread cancer viruses. 

The unprecedented request 
was triggered by the concern 
of some of the leading molec¬ 
ular biologists in the U.S. that 
the field of gene manipulation 
was moving too rapidly and 
could produce uncontrollable 
situations. 

The panel asked for a vol¬ 
untary six-month moratorium 
so theoretical dangers could 


be evaluated and discussed at 
an international meeting 
planned for next February 
New laboratory procedures 
that permit the linking of the 
molecules of heredity, called 
DNA. lie behind the scientists' 
concern. Such genetic materi¬ 


al from any source can now 
be caused to multiply inside 
bacteria in the laboratory. 

Dr David Baltimore, 
professor of microbiology at 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and a member of 
the committee, said this tech¬ 


nique of constructing hybrid 
genes holds great promise lor 
medicine. 

For example, Baltimore 
said, gene manipulation could 
generate new ways of making 
therapeutic hormones such as 
insulin He said the technique 


also might be used to modify 
bacteria and develop new 
strains able to turn nitrogen 
from the air into plant food. 

But Baltimore told a news 
conference that two forms of 
DNA could prove hazardous 
those types which cause 


bacteria to resist antibiotics, 
and any type derived from a 
virus able to multiply in ani¬ 
mals. 

Such artificial DNA mole¬ 
cules. tiie committee said, 
might be more easily spread 
to bacteria or other animals 
and could "thus possibly in¬ 
crease the incidence of cancer 
or other diseases." 

Dr, Paul Berg. Stanford 
University biochemistry 
professor and chairman of the 
committee, said he believed 
this was the first time scien¬ 
tists working in a particular 
area had called for voluntary 
restraint in experimentation.

Short-takeoff quiet jets on order for service

A whispering, 48-passenger, 
18-liour-daily downtown Vic¬ 
toria to downtown Vancouver 
air ferry service within three 
years — that’s the prospect 
held out by Air West Airlines 
Ltd. 

But the company dream 
seems destined to remain on 
the drawing board — at least 
as far as Victoria is con¬ 
cerned. 

Atir West announced Thurs¬ 
day it has ordered two STOL 
(short take-off and landing) 
aircraft to be built by the 
Toronto de Havilland aircraft 


company in partnership with 
the federal government. 

But indications are that, 
even with only a 2,000-foot 
runway required and an air¬ 
plane noise level “quieter 
than your neighbor’s lawn- 
mower,” the city won’t be 
able to accommodate such a 
service. 

City sources say there sim¬ 
ply isn’t thp property avail¬ 
able and even if there were, 
council wouldn’t contemplate 
imposing such a shuttle ser¬ 
vice on central area residents. 

Air W>st president Norm 
Gold said the four-engine, 
prop-jqt STOL planes, able to 
carry 48 passengers, could go 


into operation by the end of 
1977, depending on whether 
central runways in both cities 
could be built. 

Called the DHC-7 and 
costing $2.5 to $3 million 
each, the de Havilland plane 
would be able to (and on a 
runway only one third the' 
length of that required by 
conventional aircraft of the 
same size. 

The plane's noise level 
would be less than that of a 
truck cruising on the highway 


or ? garden lawnmower. 

It would take-off "nearly 
straight-up.’’ said Gold. 

Gold estimated that day¬ 
time or nocturnal air com¬ 
muters mainly civil ser¬ 
vants and businessmen 
could fly to Vancouver for 
five or six dollars less than 
the $21 single fare now 
charged by the company’s 
18-passenger Inner Harbor 
service. 

The current service, with 
nine day-time runs to Van¬ 


couver daily, is ope rated with 
a prop-jet Twin Otter 
equip|>ed with floats. 

Gold hopes the prospect of 
this whispering air conve¬ 
nience will be so attractive 
that the city will come up 
with the necessary 2.000-loot 
STOL air-strip within three 
years or five at the outside 

Nearly two years ago. ihe 
question of a STOL strip 
came up in city committee 
discussion. 

Mayor Pollen indicated that 


the disused Victoria Machin¬ 
ery Depot or a strip in the 
general area of Ogden Point 
might serve for a safer, less 
noisy air service than the one 
operating out of the Inner 
Harbor. 

However, a ministry of 
transport official pointed out 
Thursday that the old VMD 
depot was destined to become 
the site for a new marine ser¬ 
vices base. Construction on 
die new federal base would 
start next year and be com¬ 
pleted in 1977. 


As for Ogden Point, a city 
source said the area had 
come up in discussion six 
months ago between city of¬ 
ficials and de Havilland rep¬ 
resentatives. 

The city consensus seemed 
to be that a strip near Ogden 
Point could not realistically 
be considered because of its 
impact on residential James 
Bay. 

"Is it that important to rush 
from doorstep to doorstep?” 
asked the city source, who 
added there was little or no 
T$f^»ei-ty available for such a 
strip in the city. 

His remarks were echoed 
by Aid. William Tindall who 
said there had been enough 


complaints about the noise 
generated by Inner Harbor 
air services without having a 
STOL strip.

After Aid. Doug Watts called ihe site “the only suitable 
spot in the municipality." Aid. John Goult said the question 
should be referred for further study. 


Business Bureau director Wil¬ 
liam Tindall who said these 
lists could be one of the rea¬ 
sons for a rash of complaints 
from single, elderly women 
gypped hy unscrupulous “con- 1 
tracing*.’’ 

Tn one case cited by Tindall, 
a James Bay widow had em¬ 
ployed a self-styled painter 
the bureau could find no 
record of any trade licence 
issued to the man to paint 
her house at an estimated 
cost of $750. 

As the work progressed the 
man kept asking the widow 
for more money and she nai¬ 
vely kepi handing him signed 
blank cheques. 


Most do not have trade li¬ 
cences, said Tindall, and even 
if they did there is nothing in 
the issuing of the licence that 
ensures competency, as is the 
case with skilled tradesmen 
who have to meet provincial 
standards. 

To lie absolutely safe, said 
.lipdall, it’s best to hold off 
paying 15 per cent of the bill 
until 45 days after the job is 
completed as client is entitled 
to do under the provincial Me¬ 
chanics Lien Act. 

Tindall had one final piece 
of advice: Don’t rely on pro¬ 
vincial consumer legislation 
to protect the customer. It 
doesn’t.

The workers appear to be 
unwilling to do this and the 
construction industry fears 
another labor stoppage could 
do serious harm. 

The last strike caused 
major headaches for the con¬ 
struction industry and was 
said to be one of the costliest 
the province has ever experi¬ 
enced.

A multi-million dollar motel 
and recreation project is Co be 
built at. Patricia Bay Highway 
and Mt. Newton Cross Road 
in Central Saanich, The Colo¬ 
nist learned Thursday. 

The development will cost 
about $3 million and will en¬ 
compass a motel, a swimming 
pool, and a curling rink. 

It is expected to go before 
Central Saanich council short¬ 
ly for approval. 

Aid. Ray Lament, council’s- 


planning and subdivision com¬ 
mittee chairman, would nei¬ 
ther confirm nor deny the re¬ 
port of the planned develop¬ 
ment. 

“We haven’t seen anything 
of it at council as yet. But we 
understand that something 
like that is planned for that 
area . . however, at the mo¬ 
ment it is just hearsay,” La- 
mont said. 

Central Saanich Mayor 
Jean Butler was unavailable 
for comment. 

Aid. David Hill, parks and 
recreation committee chair¬ 


man. said in a separate inter¬ 
view Thursday tliat ifjsuch a 
development is built, it would 
have little effect on recreation 
facilities which may be devel¬ 
oped on a tri-municipal basis 
by Central Saanich, North 
Saanich, and Sidney. 

“Our first priority is to get 
a joint, recreation commission 
going for the three municipal¬ 
ities. After the commission is 
formed, then we can talk 
about recreation facilities," 
Hill said. 

The only holdout to passing 
legislation to allow the forma¬ 


tion of a joint commission is 
Sidney council which tabled 
Hie matter at its last meeting 
for further study. Central 
Saanich has given two read¬ 
ings to a bylaw, and North 
Saanich passed it unanimous¬ 
ly. 

Hill said if the private dev¬ 
elopment planned ort Pat Bay 
Highway is built, the swim¬ 
ming pool will more than like¬ 
ly be for motel guests only. 

"As for the curling rink, 
w'ell there is always a de¬ 
mand for curling ice," Hill 
said.
